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OPPORTUNITIES FOR STUDY AT AMERICAN 
URADUATE SCHOOLS. 


INTKODUC'TIOX. 

FoiTign sludonts na-e oniiyally iittraote*! to American hiplier in. 
stitiitioii.i in large numbers. Tliey arc to be found in,.cvery type o: 
college or. university, |>ui'suing conrses of all sorts and of every de 
gree of advancement. Prof«>.ssional courses im engineering, agricul- 
tmy, dentistry, and medicine have enroHed the majority of them. 
Ibis i-^^.vidently lm‘aii.se of the belief that American institutions 
have developed niemotls of (raining in these jind certain other tech- 
nical, lines which are more concrete and practical than thoSe em- 
ployed in the. institutions of Kurope and Latin America. 

At (he same time increasing -nund)ers of students from other 
uMintries are followitig courses in, pun; .science and the hutpanities 
in .\nieriean colleges and graduate, schools. Inquiries concerning the 
.sco|)e and conditions of work of this kind in the United Statys come 
more and more frecpiently to the Federal (lovernment and to the 
ollicersiif the various colleges anil universities. Both .Vmcrican and 
foreign^ educators have, therefore, l>een let> to consider carefully the 
dedrabdity of encouraging this flow to the Unite<l .States of students 
w!io ^vk general nonprofes-sional higher education. The consensus 
of o[dnion ap|>ears to be that while sucl^ movements ten<l to* promote 
international understanding, and hence are desirable, the greatest 
benefits iire likely to be reaped by tbosc'who come to the United 
.St.ites for ad\uiiee(l study' after 'the completion of their general 
lil>eral training at home, .^ueh students are more mature; .^hey 
are better able to rei»res’ent\uid interpi-et the spirit yf tlieir own 
nations. Itetter aide 'to comprehend the' life and pnrpo.ses qf the 
United States, more like\j’ to retmn to their own efturitries \vheh 
the period of university training is. ended,. 

Mo^ Slates maintdin normal sctiOols for the training of teachers^.' 
or a more or le^ well-<Ieveloped State university, or both.' the nor - 
mal schopls and c-ertain ddjiartments of th*e State universities articu* 
late with the public high school in ways later to be described.

The foreign observer, noting ehidly the ilissiniilarities of the State 
systenjs, is at first inelimvl t<» think that a hopeless eon fusion of stau»I' 
ards and organization nuLst charaelerize American education. Ihit 
the differeuees are after all superficial ratlmr than fundamental. The 
same general types of institutions are to he found in every State, 
whether they all l>eloug ollicially to the Slate system or^iot. Jludr 
interrelations are’ also e.ssentially tiie same. There are still ceriaiu 
inequalities of educational standards, espeeially among higher institu- 
tions, but these are not si» great nor so \vitles[)ivatl as is often believed. 

STANDARDS. 

The-principal reasons for the variation in the .stantlards of higher 
education are i>ei:lmps already apparent, yet they shouhl he l»ri«*f1y 
summarized because of their bearing on the \;hole plan and method 
of American education. The State edncational .systems have grown 
up independently of one another. If one take.s account of the pro-.^ 
visions for education made by a few of the colonial governine/its Im> 
fore the foun<ling of tiie Tnited States, the dates of esiahlishment of 
the 49 systems of education have covered a. period of^omething like 
-two centurit*s and a half. In that time the social, philosophy of the 
Nation has changed. The common coiK*eption of the part the State 
should play in fostering ami controlling education has clianged wifh 
it. Accor<Iing to a widely pwvuiling thcoi’y all grades of edm-ation, 
from- the kindergtirten to the university, should he supported and 
managed by the State or local government. In the relatively newer 
States of the West and-Middle West this condition is realized. Iliglier 
and secohdaiy institutions not under public control arc either rare or 
nonexistent. The educational policy of the older Jrtatps, on the other 
.hand, had crystallized before the general acceptance of this theory. 
Here the responsibility for providing elementary and a certain amount

of sec'opcliiry wlucalion is felt to rest'pio))erly on tlie vStot/^ut high* 
vdiicntini) is left, for the most j>art, to indepctulent iiistitHtioi 
foimdcl iiiHler various allspices, pcincipally religious, and subject t 
little or no public su|M*n ision. ' 

Inei itablc diireiviues of standards sprang from these dilTerenci 
in methods of control. .Moreover, a few of the States, ■purtieularl 
tboM- ol nioi.e recent origin and of sparse po|iulation and those in 
l.ovci>lied by the ('ivil War of IHGU-lSti.-), have thins far found di: 
iK iiIiy 111 providing lulequate equipment for thorough imiversit 
education and in enfon iiig the most severe siliohistic ivcpiirementi 
In this hitter group of .States, also, the development of iiniversitie 
-ii,iid eolleges of the higlie.st grade lias been still further ivtanled b 
the.inferiorit.v ol the lower schools wliielt prepare st/dOijts‘ for ad 
ViMnHMl rcliu'ation. If. . \ 

I here arc. however, several counter influences at work tendin 
to reduce these inc<iimlities. Chief among thein is the action o 
nunicrons iiatiomil amrsi*ctionnl associations of .school and univer 
sity ofticors. For a numl-er ^ years th^o n.ssm-iations have he<si 
engaged in dcliiiingstnndifr.ls^ school niuT professional training am 
determining the npproiiriate. .sclioliistie rcyiirenimits for degre»hs. Ii 
the .seetions of the eountry where education is best organized thi 
reeoniiiiendations of the.si‘ assot intions are regarded as authoritativi 
ami are pat into operation us siM-edily ns iwssihle. The education 
ally less favored sect ion.s are also striving to conform to the stand 
artls propo.scd hj- such laidies 'and arc,.muking increasingly rapid 
progress in this,directiom • 

In olevating'the stnndards of various types of in.stitiitions, prim 
ripally in the lii;|ds of niriil education and higher ediicatiim the 
reeoiiinien.latioiis of the’ Unite! .States Bureau of Education have 
also had wiile inf! nonce. • • ' 

To this group of students thti offerings of AmorioHn graduate 
schools shouhl make an c.sjieciully strong appeal. It is to this group 
that the present nionograiih is primarily ad.lro.sse. 1 . It is believed 
that the opportunities fbradvanceil study arid resi-arch no\y availabld 
at Aiiierican graduate schools comjmre favorably with the la-st to lie 
found anynliore in the world,- ’ • - . 

ORGANIZATION OF EDUCATION IN THE UNITED STATES. 


^ STATE SYSTEMS. 

The United States is a federation of 4 ft self-governing Coiftmon- 
wcalflus, each of which exercises indep^dently all powerajiot spe- 
. cihcally coirferred upon the Federal Congre® by the ('o^tit^ition 
or derived by implication therefrom. Since the Constitution doe»: 
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not provide foj^he control of education I >y (lie FiMlcral Oovornmont, 
there is no jla^oiWl system; l)ut the United Siate> <oiitaiii‘> \U 

area 49 * * separate vsystems education. 

No two of the >State sy^telns are exactly similar, yet they possess 
certain commjm factors. For example, all Stat(*> provide by law ‘ for 
elementary education \\i ])uhlic expense. I'Ir* usual length of il»o 
publie elementaiy school cotirse is ei;rht years, ('hildren eomnioidy 
enter at the a^ro of C or 7 uiid finish at the a^^e of 14 or 15. In all lait 
three States school attendance during a part or all of this period is 
coinpnlsory.^ Public secomlarv schools, called hi^h selauds.® otlerin^ 
a course generally four years in length, are also maintained in i’Vi'iy 
State, The hifih-school course is based on .the elementary school 
course ami is open to ]tf>'nduates of elementary schools or (ithei'' of 
eejni valent pre[)a ration. ^ « 

The hi/irh schf)ol scd’ves three main purjioses. To the <rroat mass of 
students who frequent it it olfers.four yejirs of cultural and informa- 
tional study desi^riual toeqifip them for more inPtelJitrent an<l resomce* 
ful lives Us citizens «»f a democracy. Its s4‘ccmd pnrpos«‘ is to pi\‘pare 
students for various hi^rlier institutions. In the third place, a imm- 
berof specialized ))nbli<* hi»:h schools fit yonn^ people for wajre einn- 
in|i in trades and imhistries. In general, it may he sai<l that tlie luj;h 
.school has tended more and more to adapt itself to the nccils of tlie 
local. Ciunninnity by introducing studies of a practical and vocatinuar 
nature and by allowing its students increasing latitude in the clioice 
of coiirst's to be pursued. 

Whether American education ever shall acliieve complete uniform- 
ity in standards and metho'ds of raanagenient is (q>en to doubt. Fni- ' 
formity is contrary Jo the genius of the Nation. Tlie Americans 
are an individualistic people. Their educational systems and insti- 
tutions have reflected this ((Uaiity. These have inaintaine<l tlie i ijrht 
to expand as they clipose and to adapt their courses to local needs, 
free from hampering restrictions. Their freedom is. in fact, one of 
the sources of their strength. Nevertheless, it may safely he, said 
that there is now a national consensus of o])inion as to what the 
standar<ls of admission to and graduation fix>m the piincipal types 
of institutions should he, that the standards agreed upon coincide 
in the main with those in force In the corresponding institutions of 
other leading nations, and that they are already maintained by the

8(*ieiica. By the middle of the nineteenth centitry the degree of B. S,, 
gTiinted for work done largely in the sciences, Uj^^tn to occupy u posi- 
tion of parity with the older degree of A. B.** Gradually also these 
courses in science ramified further into courses in engineering. The 
engineering schools or divisions thus Injcame coordinate parts of 
many colleges of lllieral nils. 

. I'he third and most momentous change in the status of the college 
was brought alout by the estahlishment \u connection with certain 
colleges of graduate schools on the model of the faculties of ])hiioso- 
phy of (Torman universities. The graduate schools have grown up 
princi[»al!y in the last 45 years; indeed, the inovcineiit received its 
first strong impetus with the founding of Johns Hopkins University, 
incorporutiHl in 1807 and opened for instruction in 1870. (See p. ^i7.) 
The gradmiu schools offer to college graduates courses leading to 
the degrees of A. M. and Ph. D. and degrees of coiTe.s[>onding grade 
in the tei*hnical branches. They provide opJ)ortiinities for advanced 
study in the ails and sciences and for research similar to those pro- 
vided by the leading European universities. 


THE UNIVERSITY PROPER. 

The college is the nucleus from which all higher institutions of 
learning have sprung. Before the nineteenth century there were no 
universities in tlie modem sense of the word. With the rise of pro- 
fessional schools of theqlogy, law, and medicine, most of which were 
outgrowths of colleges already established, xVmerican institutions 
began to approach university organization. The name “ universijy ” 
came also into common use to designate an institution composetl of a 
college and one or more professional .schools, each under the control 
of a separate fiiculty. Genmin influence was the dominant force in 
American higher education foi\many years and the universities of 
the United States were deliberately molded to the German type. The 
establisliment of the graduate schools marked the final .step in tliis 
evolution, the four traditional faculties of the (lerinan university, 
theology, law; medicine, and philosophy, being thus represented. 

* But the modern xVmerican university is more complex in organiza- 
tion than its Germanic prototype. It has added oUier schools or 
divisions.^ Schools of dentistry, of various branches of engineer- 
ing, of agriculture, of veterinary medicine, etc,, are now f re<|uently

10; the University of Illinois. li\; and the UniveiNity of Michi- 
gan. S. As each new profession ilevclops, a special division desi^mcd 
to pive'the traininp\m,uisite, for it is ailded to the university. In 
thi.s manner, .schools ^ colleges of commerce, of laisiness administra- 
tion. of .loinestic s< i<^ce, of ceramics, and of jounialism have i-ecently 
iKK-n eslahlished at aAiumher of the larger universities. The pim-e^ 

will umlouhtedly continue with the further multiplication of the 

professions. 

Till t. rni “ iifliversity,” however, has as yet no fixed connotation. ' 
1 he laws of the several Stiites governing the incorporation of liiHicr 
iiistidiiions vary greatly. .Some require- siihstantial assurante that 
m institution applying for charter will conform to the accepted 
staiidanls of the desigmition which it .seeks. In some States, on the 
other hand, it is possible to seirure a university charter on the strength 
of pi-ospeds and good intentions alone. Even before the evolution 
of due universities, it was common for colfeges offering nothing but 
a single course leading to Uio bachelor’s degree to lie chartered as 
unncisi ties. Flif mim^ therefore, antedated the thing. Many of 
tlio.se. colleges s’till retain the name without having develoiKMl 'into 
•Uimeisides. In certain .sections of the country and in tlic minds of 
certain persons tlie college and the university are thus very naturally 
coi,fu.sed. 1^0 distinction is made between the two institutions. This 
confusion is the more readily understood if one recalls the fact that 
piacticdly all the larger, thoroughly organized iiniveisities maintain 
a college, of arts and sciences. A stmlent who attends the college of 
arts and sciences of Cornell or the college of letters of the University

a lowed to call himself a “ univereity student”; but his educational 
statu. IS exactly the same as that of a student of Anihei-st College or 
Ilamilton Co etie, neither of which has any professional dejart- 
ments.

OHS lK>nefactions from philanthropic men and women. The gi'eate 
of^use have gone t«i American universities. Furthermore, tl 
('omnionwealths have contributed huge sums for tl 
(Mlfli^nient of their State institutions. Certain of the richer uhive 
.silics are provided with almost everything thev can possibly ne< 
t.. make their work effective. A description of a single great un

THE GRADUATE SCHOOL. 

'Hie position of the graduate school in the stronger Americai 
niiiversitios is not paralleled by the position of anv divi.slon o 
universities of other land.s. Originally planned to correspond t 
the faculty of philosojihy of the Oeminn iiniversitv and oflerin 
instruction merely in pure science and the humanities, the graduat 
scliool has far outgrown the first conception of jts .function. Tin 
gnuliiat^ school of tlie large American university now usualh 
organizes into one administrative nnit“ all the advanced teachin, 
and all tlie facilities for original research piiividedliy the universiti 
III any of its depart nient.s. l-nder this iiirangenient holders of th« 
barhelors degree who desire to specialize, for e.xample, in aoricul 
tuiv. in engiiK-ermg, in medical science, or in pharmacy, as wel 
H' III piire .si ieme and the iiiiiiianities, enter the graduate school. 

In this connection it is desirable to call attention to the fact that 
the degrees granted, by American and foreign universities respec- 
.tivciy are by no means eipii valent. , Much w-ork that is done by

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Students in the. Ft*oncli or the German Gymnnsiiim is in- 

cluded in tlie under^ratiiiatc rurriculum of the American rolle;;;c or 
university. It is ^merally conceded that a student who a 

baccalaureate from a French lycee or the Ahiturientenzeuj^^nis of the 
German rrymnasium may he ranked with students who Inive finislml 
the secoiul year at an American colIe«?e or univer^ity. Forci^m 
students who hold decrees, tlierefore, from recognized Kuroiasin or 
Latin-Amerioan universities should find no dillicnUy in re^isterioj^ 
for a<lvanced <Iegret's at Ameriean universities. Those who demon- 
strate that they have already fulfilled, a portion of the scholarly 
requirements fot advanced degrees will lie ahlc in many instances to 
reduce the amount of retpiired residence. 

The American graduate seli(>ol lias a double aim. Chronologicalh’, 
the first is to teach the properly prepared students the most advanced 
and siwcialized 'phases (if the suhjci'ts ofTered by the university. 
More important, however, if second in point of development, is its 
obligation to increase tlie sum of human knowledge. Kesearch is 
the life blcMxl of the graduate scdiool. I'he graduate school is (fiffer- 
entiated from the ordinary professional scIumiIs hy being devoted 
to the principle of rcscandi. As a rule, schools of nuHlicdiie and 
engineering, for instance, aim jirimarily to pass on to tlie student a 
IkkIv of knowledge which is already organized and of accepted 
professionar value, and so to train practit ioners of already standard- 
ized professions. The graduate school places first .einjiluusis upon 
the advancement of learning. Its teachci*s are expected to bv. 
actively engaged in extending the boundaries of knowledge and to 
direct students in the conduct of investigations. The vitality of 
the graduate school is pi-oiierly judged diy the amount and (piality 
of its creative output. 

Training for productive scholarship is still young in the T"'uit^’d 
States. In view' of its aims the graduate school is less su.sce.ptilile 
to standardization than the schools already descrilied. Its exc(d* 
lenc;c will always depend in large measure on the fertility and oiigi- 
nality of its teachers. No two s(;hools however .skillfully admin- 
istered can be equal or equally strong tliroughout ; ilor, on the either 
hand, is a single school ever likely to have a monopoly of teacliing 
and investigating talent in all lines. One will perliaps he pre- 
eminent in psychology, another in economics, another in chemistry. 
This variation inheres in graduate study. It lias always character- 
ized the research departments of Furojican universities, wliich have 
' had a considerably longer history. 

Granting thei^ inevitable inequalities, it is worthy of note that 
Ipreat independent institutions of the< Phist and the best-developed 
State universities of the West and Middle West have taiken the 
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stfps needed to seenre a preneral level of pradnateMn^niction 
They have invested eiiorinous sums in library and laboratory e«i»ip 
nieiit and have ycd with one another in set'kinp as teachers tin 
most distinjruished scholars wherever they mijrht be hnind. A; 
a icMdt. of these efforts, no better material faciUties for advan^f 
study and resemvh now exist anywhere. Certain Ajiierican pmfes 
.s«is also rank with the leaders in their respective branches and hav« 
won iiilernational leco^hition. In fact, no other department oi 
Aniciican hi;rher education except the medical school has e.xijeri- 
enced so rapid and sidistuntial a development. Most <'raduatc 
scIkm.Is have been estal)lished within ‘25 years. Nationaf appil- 
cialion of the value .of n>search, which has made this last expansion 
of the university po.ssihle, is lianlly 15 years old, yel the enrollment 
in ^'ladiiate courses in the Ignited States has increased from 4 340 
in isit.d to T.!)ll in 1903, and to 16,470 in 1916. A corres}x>ndin£rly 
inci-eascd volume of .scientific monographs has issued from the 
universities. , 

It IS tlierefore safe-to say that students from abroad will now 
find 111 the {iradiiate schools of the foreihcwt American universities 
o|>|Miilimiiics for special training and for research hroadiv eiiiiivu- 
lent (o those lUovided hy the faculties of philo.sophv ami the scien- 
tifi.c in.stiftites of the universities of Europe. Such students will 
naturally seek tho.se institutions which offer the liest facilities and 
which possess the hiost eminent teachers in the .particular lilies in' 
which they are interested. 


Aiiotlier function of the jrrndiiato school has l>een the trainlnff of 
tcaclicrs for hi^rher institutions. Indeed it is now customury for 
appointing authorities to demaml of candidiite.s for hi<rhcr teachinc 
ims.tion.s a more or less extende.l iwriod of ;fmduate study. Never- 
»hclc.s.s tliere has lieen as yet no (reneral adaptation of {jiaduate 
oair. es lo the profo.s.sional needs of the pro.spective teacher. Ameri- 
can ^rrmlllato. sc-hools, like the iiniversitie.s of Europe, hiivc in this 
matter proceeded on the a.s.siini|.f ion that the most important thine 
for the. teacher of mature pupils is to know his siibjeet. the method 
of Its pre.sentation may then safely he left to bis individual jiidt.Tiient. 

llie typical American pradiiato school admits as students only 
those who holtl a bachelor’s dejrree from a collepe or university of 
iwopmzed standinp. It confers two orders of depress, the master's 
deprees '» and the doctor's depi-ces.^* 

secure a master’s depree one year of postpraduate study, dfe- 
voted as a rule to not more than three subjects, one of which, called 
the major subject, receives the bulk of the student’s attention, is 
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usually required.^* Most universities also demand a tliesis eml)ody- 
ing the results of a small piece of research. 

The ininimiim period of postgraduate study f<»r a doctors tiegree 
is usually three years. The time spent and the miniber of courses 
taken, however, are of .secondary importjince. As in the nm* of 
the master's degree a student pui^ues not more than three subjects, 
the major subject requiring the greater part of his time and attention. 
To receive the tlegree it is necessaiT that the candidate not only 
demonstrate in examination his mastery of his special field but also 
by means of a dissertation or thesis make an original contribution 
to knowledge in that field. Most universities require the dis.'^ortation 
to be published. Limilcil facilities for this purpose are posst‘ssc*d l)v 
nearly all the universities whose offerings are listed later in this 
pamphlet. The examinations are both written and oral. In fact, 
the requirements for the American degree of doctor of philosophy 
parallel closely those prono^d by the (lerman universities for. the 
same degree. But AmericinWiniversities have recently attempted to 
demand of candidates for the degree a somewhat longer scholarly 
preparation and a more substantial thesis. 

FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOlJiRSHlPS. 

t ' 

For the encouragement of resea irh work each university usually 
awards a numl)er of fellowships and ^holanships to graduate and 
professional students who show exceptional ab^ty and. promise. *The 
stipend connected with these fellowships and scholarships ordinarily 
varies from $1(W) to $GOt) in the severiil institution.s. The hohlers of 
these fellowships arc .sometimes H*quired to teach from ona to six 
hours a week in undergraduate classes.** Foreign students will 
usually find it necessary and desirable to spend at least a year in resi- 
dence at an American university l>efore their applications for scholar- 
ships and fellowships will be considered favorably. 

SOCIAL UFE. 


Although the social life chiefly in evidence at American universi- 
ties is primarily of interest to undergraduate students, social opjwr- 
tunities for graduate students are by no means neglected. Foreign 
students will naturally find the cosmopolitan- clubs existing at many 
universities of great assisUnce in adjusting themselves to Amerjcan 
conditions. These clubs are composed of both foreign and American 


students, who are thus afforded excellent op |>ort uni ties, to become

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acqiminted and to exchange ideas; Entertainments an«l lectures are 
held at intervals throughout the university year. A reading room 
rantaining newspapers and magazines is usually maintained at the 
expense of the club, and in some instances there are also facilities 
for iMwird and room. At nearly all iiniversities also the graduate 
.students maintain an organization called the “ Graduate Club.” The 
j)iir|Mises of this or^nization arc primarily social, and opportunity 
is thus afforded for graduate students to meet others who are inter- 
ested in the various lines of research represented at the university. 

TRAVEL. 

Xot the lea.st advantage to a foreign student pursuing his uni- 
versity work here will be the opiwrtunity to observe the ))eople 
and the customs of an alien nation. He should therefore strive to 
e.vtend his observations as widely ns possible. Railroad travel costs 
on the average 3.6 cents a mile; a seat in an individual chair car, 
called a ‘‘ Pullman ” car, costs approximately one-half a cent a mile 
extra. .V berth in a sleeping car costs about } of a cent a mile extra. 
Goo.1 hotel accommodations may be had— depending upon the 
place— from $3..^() a <lay. including meals, up. For a longer sojourn 
in city communities, gmid board and room may l)e secured at. rates 
langing from $10 a week up. In the country one may occasionnllv 
find satisfactory Iward and lodging for less.

THE ASSOCIATION Of* AMERICAN UNIVERSITIES. 

The ilevelopment of ideals of graduate instruction and the^ deter- 
mination of minimum standards, as far as these may be practically 
applied, have resulted during the last 18 years from the work df 
the Association of American Universities. Mention was made on 





an earlier page of the tendency of educational interests in the 
United *States to form voluntary associations for the purpose of 
defining standards and bringing about the mutual iidvaocerncnt of 
the moml>ei'S. The Asswiation of Ameri^'im TJniversities was 
formed in 1900 by a group of 14 institutions, which then hud well- 
developed graduate schools. Since that time the memi)orship of 
the ass<*ciation has been increased to 24. The. stated (pialitiration 
for memhei-ship is that an institution must l>e engaged in giving 
advanced or graduate instruction. In practice the association has 
admitted to its ranks onlv those inst it titjons giving graduate work 
of recognized quality Icatling to the highest graduate degroes. 
While, therefore, tliere are several other rcpntalile institutions in 
the Unite<l States oul.side of the menihership of the association 
which offer graduate instruction, it is a.ssumed that the foreign 
student, desiring to pui*sue some line of advanced study, would natu- 
rally he especially interested in the offerings of the members of 
this l)ody. In tho^ following pages there is pi:esented a summary 
. of the conditions of graduate work at each of these institnlions, 
A few of the stronger graduate schools outside the meinhei-ship of 
the association are also indmlod in the sninmarv. While this sum- 
mary attempts to in<licate the branches of learning for the piirsnit 
of which each of the.se universities offers especial a<lvantagc>, it is 
not intemle<l to he a complete account of the university'^ offerings. 
Foreign students are urged to torre.spond with the registrars of the 
institution or institutions tliey ra ay choose to attend, for full m- 
formation.
